Show Purchasing Power Now 


at teifrhly Per Cent of J'rc-\Vur 


IjCvcJ—Prices Headed Higher. 


Ithaca, May 31.—Farm products as 


a whole in fhe United States now have 
SO per cent of their pre-war purchas- 
ing power and farm prices throughout 
the country are slowly but surely in- 
creasing, aci-ording to a statement 
given out today by economists at the 
stute college of agriculture here. 


The Index number of Ihe weighted 


average price for farm products was 
higher during March than it had been 
in the previous twelve months except 
for two occasions when the high price 
of cotton and cottonseed boosted it 
temporarily. During March the Index 
number was 124; the low point was 
IDS last June. 


Whole-sale 
prices linvc 
advanced 


from the low point of 151, as com- 
pared with the live-year pre-war aver- 
age to ir.f», and a further advance is 
predicted. 
Si^ns usually followed by 


a general rise in price have recently 
been observed. 
Interest rates have 


come down, both in this country and 
in Kiigland. and the prices of indus- 
trial anil railroad stocks have ad- 
vanced rapidly in the past month. 


Some Costs Too High. 


Among the commodities which are 


still too high in price the economists 
place building materials, house furn- 
ishings, clothing and fuel. Anything 
which costs CO per cent or more above 
what it did before the war is high 
priced and mti5=t come down to the 
common level, the college says. 


Milk is referred to as "the one com- 


modity that is causing the greatest 
an>;ir-ty among New York farmers at 
present." Its production has increas- 
ed since the war because it has sold 
at a favorable price compared with 
other farm products, and the spring 
of 1922 sees a large surplus of fluid 
milk. Saying that the low price for 
canner cows led many farmers to 
winter cows that should have been 
discarded last fall, the statement con- 
tinues: 


"One 
of the best things that could 


happen to the milk market would be 
for the price of canner cows to in- 
crease to such an extent that we 
would all be encouraged to cull our 
herds very closely."

Destroyed With Its Contents. 


The large barn belonging to Am- 


brose Lawrence, situated on the state 
road near South Gilboa station, was 
destroyed with contents by fire about 
7 o'clock Monday night.

Commercial Aviation Established 
, on Firm Basis in 1921. 


Hit and Miss Flying of Former Year* 


Has Passed, Says Aviation Expert 


—130 Companies Now Perma- 


I*-, 
nently Established. 


Sioux City, Iowa.—Some 
273.000 


persons traveled by air in 1921, al- 
though a 3 ear ago many persons be- 
lieved that the present 
generation 


would not accept the flying machine, 
according to a paper by Samuel S. 
Bradley of New York, general man- 
ager of the aeronautical chamber of 
commerce of America, read at the 
commercial air conference here. 


Commercial aviation "survived with 


no appreciable encouragement othes 
than the hard work and relatively 
meager funds which Its supporters 
put Into It," the message said. "Such 
was 1920. Then the nest twelve 
months witnessed the most Interesting 
development in our transportation his- 
tory. Hundreds of persons flew. The 
public has changed its mind. 


"The hit and miss flying of former 


years has passed, together with the 
aerial tramp, the side show performer 
and the self-styled 'dare-devil of the 
air.' The gipsy flier Is being absorbed 
by the established companies. 


"Approximately 130 companies are 


permanently established and operat- 
ing about half of the civilian planes 
in the country. In other words, they 
operate between 500 and 600 of the 
aggregate 1,200 machines. They re- 
port to us that In 1921 they carried 
122,512 passengers and 123,221 pounds 
of freight. They traversed air routes 
nnd made short flights aggregating 
2,607,245 miles. The average cost per 
passenger was 55 cents a mile as com- 
pared to 63 cents the jear before. 
The average charge per flight was $9. 


"Half of the activity of 1921 was 


earned on In the region between the 
Appalachian and the Rocky mountains. 
Half the airplafies in the country are 
operated there. The Mississippi, Ohio 
and Missouri river valleys, Colorado, 
Montana, the Dakotas, Iowa, Nebras- 
ka, Oklahoma and Texas afford many 
natural advantages, chief among them 
emergency landing facilities. 


"It Is estimated that more than 300 


planes were entered In the various 
fljing meets in the middle west, that 
they flew a total of some 500,000 
miles at those meets, carrying approx- 
imately 13,000 passengers and per- 
forming before crowds aggregating 
400,000 spectators, in a majority of 
instances without a single serious ac- 
cident."

Mortality In Modern War Could B« 


Cut One-Half if Preventive for 


Pneumonia and Other Respira- 


tory Disease* Is Found, 


Chicago.—Merritt W. Ireland, sur- 


geon general of tlie United States 
army, declared that the mortality in 
modern war could be cut virtually one- 
half If a preventive for pneumonia and 
other respiratory diseases could b« 
found. 


As a corollary he asserted the elim- 


ination of the menace of pneumonia 
would cause such a rapid Increase in 
the population of the ^\orld that in a 
short time we wouldn't know what to 
do with the surplus. 


Hte statements wprp made at the 


Congress hotel, where he was a guest 
of medical men attending the eight- 
eenth annual congress on medical edu- 
cation, public health and hospitals. He 
said they are based on figures compiled 
from the death lists of Americans in 
the great war. 


These figures disclose that while 


37,000 soldiers were killed on the bat- 
tlefield, 45,000 died from pneumonia 
In the hospital1! and training camps, 
he said. Of these 42,000 died In four 
months. 


"The greatest problem before med- 


ical men today is finding a vaccine or 


I preparation, which will prevent 
the 


contraction of diseases which lead to 
pneumonia and death," General Ire- 
land eald. 
"This controlled, deaths 


from other diseases, especially In war- 
fare, would be negligible. 


"Physicians all over the country are 


bending their beet efforts to the solu- 
tion of this problem. In the army we 
have been making extensive experi- 
ments and It Is possible now that we 
are on tlie track of a 
prepara- 


tion which is 111 lead to the desired 
results 


"Within the last few weeks army, 


physicians have been trying out a new 
vaccine m the army and some of the 
reports ore encouraging. That, how- 
ever, is all we can Bay. It will take 
months of work before anything defi- 
nite will be known. 


"If war should be declared tomor- 


row, I would not need to have a sin- 
gle cot prepared for patients suffering 
from typhoid fever and malaria, the 
diseases which worked such havoc In 
the 
Spanish-American war. These 


diseases are under control. But under 
present conditions we would have to 
make ft huge outlay both in money, 
beds, and medicines for the flght 
against respiratory diseases." 


"A Draughty Door. 


Doors that do not fit very well ore 


often the cause of draughts. 
This 


trouble may be overcome by cutting 
narrow stilps from the Inner Jube of 
a discarded bicycle tire and fastening 
them neatly dona on the door frame, 
If the strips are cut exactly to lit 
they will not bo noticeable, for the 
rubber is not thick enough to make 
the door difficult to close, jet It will 
entirely exclude all draughts. 
The 


rubber also deadens the noise when- 
the door Is suddenly banged.—York 
Tost 


Buttercup Seeds as Food. 


The seeds of the buttercup nre so 


small that v,c \\oulil scarcely tli'nk of 
them as a source of food for liumnn 
beings; jet it is said that the Indians 
formerly gathered them for that pur- 
pose. At first thought, oollpctiriff them 
in sufficient quantity v>ould seem like 
nn almost endless task. 
But after 


one has seen them growing as thickly 
as grain—ns in the cases above re- 
ferred to, for Instance—the situation 
tnkes oil a new light.—Bos Angeles 
Times. 


SOFT ORANGE-COLORED GLOW 


Research Work at Massachusetts In. 


stitute of Technology Has Suc- 


ceeded In Producing Light 


Without Wires. 


Boston.—A ring of soft 
orange 


light, with no wires leading to it and 
glowing in the darkness, sets up an 
interesting train of speculation as to 
the illumination of tie future. Nobody 
supposes for an instant that our light- 
Ing problems have been solved. Com- 
pared with what the future will bring 
forth 
the present arrangement 
of 


ttlres with bulbs that have to be 
screwed into their sockets and renewed 
frequently Is cumbersome and Inef- 
ficient. Research work at the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology has 
succeeded in producing a light with- 
out wirea; that is to say, the incan- 
descence is set up by induction, where 
the electric current bridges an Inter- 
val purely by electric energy. To be 
sure the light is only an experiment 
and so far Is not practical for com- 
mercial purposes, but the method has 
possibilities. 


The Test. 


The research division of the depart- 


ment of electrical engineering experi- 
ments with a tube filled with neon gas 
have been carried to the point where 
the tube has been caused to give out 
light, although no wires have been at- 
tached to it. In the ordinary form of 
electric illumination the light is usual- 
ly produced by an incandescent form 
of filament or by carbon electrodes. 
The life of both of these types is lim- 
ited by the burning out of the ' id- 
candescent element. Of course, in the 
case of the arc lamp this can be eas- 
ily renewed, but at the cost of fre- 
quent trimming. The type of incan- 
descent balb In common use has been 
Improved through the substitution of 
tungsten for the carbon filament. Sev- 
eral types of lamp using incandescent 
vapor have been developed, and have 
been used both experimentally and 
commercially. The Moore light used 
very long tubes filled with carbon 
dioxide or nitrogen, -which were caused 
to glow through the discharge of a high 
voltage electric current through the 
glass. This type ^as not much used 
commercially, but a similar 
lamp 


known as the Cooper-Hewitt mercury 
vapor lamp is at present in general 
O39 In a great variety of places, 
among them the motion-picture stu- 
dios. Both of these types require elec- 
trodes, or terminals, sealed In the 
glass, but the} have n long life be- 
cause th«re are no parts which wear 
out or bum out. 


JTh* Instrument ^_._ -~- _• 


The experiments conducted at the 


Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
used a glass tube closed upon itself 
in the form of a ring. This ring was 
slipped over an Iron core wound with 
the proper number of turns of wire 
through wljlch alternating current was 
caused to flow. The magnetism, pass- 
Ing through the glass tube, then in- 
duced a voltage In the gas contained 
therein, and if tlie parts were properly 
proportioned this voltage Ionized the 
vapor and caused It to glow, giving 
out light In a similar manner to the 
Moore and the Cooper-Hewitt lamps, 
but of a pleasing orange color. Keen 
gas at a low pressure was used, since 
It hag desirable characteristics for this 
purpose, and a high-frequency current 
of about 800,000 cycles was employed 
to excite the transformer. 


Tlie «ow lamp is only In the ex- 


perimental stake at present and the 
amount of light given out is not largo, 
but the possibilities are interesting. It 
could be commercially made in the 
form of a standard fixture around 
which the glass tubes could be slipped. 
The lamp will last Indcflnltelj unless 
the glass is broken, and then It is 
only necessary tov slip a new tube In 
place, no electrical connections being 
required.
